The dead man is Edward

Murphy, Scranton. He was an em- 
ploye of the Maloney Oil Company 
Just as the car rounded the cut 
south of Moosic, the five bandits 
on the car opened the front door.

Conductor Gleason took the 


revolver from the man and his 
companions all drew revolvers, one 
of them shooting directly at Mur- 
phy, who was killed. After making 
away with the payroll the bandits 
left the car and esca/ped over the 
mountain road in the direction of 
Moscow. An automobile had been 
waiting for them 


The five bandits are said to be 


foreigners, one of whom was very 
dark and may be a negro.

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RESIGNATION OF JOHN H.. GEANT 


The citizens of Elyria received the news of the 


irrignation of the Rev. John H. Grant as pastor of the 
first Congregational Church -with profound regret. The 
members of the First Church who have had fne boon of 
his leadership for fifteen years have received it with 
sorrow and disappointment. 
This is softened undoubt- 


edly by the spirit of gratitude due to the privilege of Ms 
service for so long a period and to the knowledge that 
he will continue to serve elsewhere in a like capacity. 


Mr. Grant's resignation from his position as pastor 


of the First Congregational Church, to take effect at the 
expiration of his fifteen years of service here, means the 
loss to Elyria of not inly one of the ablest of preachers, 
and a man well known throughout the state for his abil- 
ity in the capacity of religious leader and teacher, but it 
ajiso means the loss of a public spirited and broadmind- 
ed citizen, awake to his civic responsibilities both as an 
individual and as the leader of a great organization in 
the community 


As pastor of the First Congregational Church Mr, 


Grant has effectively kept that institution true to its 
standards of community service, and under his leader- 
ship it has not only prospered in its own organization 
but has at all times, been ready and willing to co-oper- 
ate in any civic undertaking for the interest or better- 
ment of the-city as a whole. 


In a day when the larger truths and lessons of 


Christianity are being rendered ineffective in part at 
least, to move the hearts of men in many places by the 
re-infection into religious discussion of the doctrinal 
controversies of a generation ago, Mr. Grant has taken 
his stand consistently with the sanely progressive lead- 
ers who, while forward-looking and free from tradition- 


. A! prejudices, are tolerant toward those of other beliefs. 
Although he has at all times fearlessly declared the 
truth as he has seen it, his presentation has been so 
Seasonable, so filled with inspiration and the love for the 
Leader Whom he follows,.that he has retained the good 
will and love of even those who disagree with hfm on 
particular theological points. 


Mr. Grant is one of that great army throughout the 


length and breadth of the land who, as soldiers of the 
Prince of Peace\ are fighting to so awaken the hearts of 
men to the needs of their fellows for justice and fair 
play, that peace, industrial and international as well as 
personal, may materialize throughout the world for a 
universal brotherhood of men of good will. 


We are glad to note that in spite of the valued 


Service that Mr. Grant has rendered the church, and the 
fine position which it has attained and held during his 
administration, he says that his services have not come 
up to Ms ideals. This is one of the secrets of Mr. 
grant's value. His ideals are at a point where it re- 
quires constant struggle to attain them, and they ad- 
vance continuously as he approaches them. 


It will be hard indeed to fill Mr. Grant's place, 


whether in the First Church or in the community as a 
whole, and it will be with profound regret that we will 
, see him leave Elyria, in September, to begin Ms duties 
in Fairfield, Connecticut. 


The loss of Elyria will be the gain of Fairfield and 


we wish for Mr. Grant and Ms family the largest 
measure of service and joy in their new field.
